Deplorable Caadilion ol Aflairs on Vessel lu 


Arrived at Manila. 


When the transport Manauense 


chored In .Manila bay Tuesday. 33 days | 
Irom San Francisco, there was several 
i 


feet ot water in her hold, and 400 grimy, 
creasy, hungry, exhausted soldiers and 
sailors had lieen passing huckets of 
'water since Nov. 17, night and day. First 
Assistant-Engineer Dunlevey wasnmler 
arrest and, according to Colonel Hayes' 
official report, the chief engineer would 
also have hcen under arrest if Iherehad 
"oeen any one to replace him. 


The colonel's report declares that the 


•captain of the vessel told him that the 
only thing which brought them through 
was the fact that the men were green- 
horns and failed, to realize their danger, 
while experienced seamen would have 
-deserted the ship and taken to iheboals 
In mid ocean. 


The Manauense started from San Fran- 
cisco accompanied by the transport 
JPektn, which carried tho remainder ot 
*he regiment, and encountered heavy 
"seas to Honolulu without accident. 


After starling it developed that sh» 


was undermanned, and soldiers hail to 
be detailed to act as seamen, coal p. 
•era and waiters and to do other work. 
Before reaching Honolulu the crew con- 
cluded that the ship was not safe ami 
the majorily agreed lo desert. They 
were closely watched, many ol the crew 
^succeeding in getting away, and th' 
•Manauense left Honolulu with less than 


' half her crew. 


The captain of Ihe Iransporton Xov 


'17 told Colonel Hayes that the vessel lim 
sprung aleak, and an investigation :o 
'suited In finding several feet of w ater i 
her hold. The steam rmmpa were trie-' 
but failed to work, and there were n 
hand pumps on board. However, V; 
buckets were found, others were Im- 
provised and tlie soldiers not employed 
•in working the Rhip were organized Into 
five shlfls and, stripped am! forming 
lines, they besan bailing. Ihc offlcors 
•working wilh tlie men, passing the uuck- 
tt3 which were sent up to the deck by a 
windlass. Ihe longest time a shift coi:Id 
stand was two hours, and often the 
•period was not lonsrcr than half an hour. 
The lulling continued until the ship an- 
chored In'!'-.
